Dear Sir: 


Through inadvertance, a portion of my message to the Joint Session 
of the Senate and the House of Representatives of the State of Montana 
was omitted. That portion is as follows: 


WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION 


The State should continue toward the goal of an adequate Workmen’s 
Compensation Act. This would afford sufficient income to workmen in- 
jured on the job and to their families during this time of need. 


While the last two sessions have increased the benefits materially, 
the weekly compensation to a man with several children is not enough. 
The cost of hospitalization and medical care continues to rise. Therefore, 
the present dollar limit in the Act causes a part of the hospital and doctor 
bill to burden the badly-injured man. 


I recommend a general increase in weekly compensation benefits to 
the injured workman, particularly one who has many children. This 
should be an amount sufficient to provide him with the basic necessities 
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of life while he is disabled. I also recommend an increase in the amounts 
for medical care. 


I further suggest that an industrial disease law be enacted. Such 
a law should be fair and reasonable to all parties. It should not, in any 
way, injure the present workmen. The administration of it should come 
under the Workmen’s Compensation Act.

HONORABLE E. F. (DICK) McQUITTY 


WHEREAS, the members of the State Senate of the Thirty-fifth 
Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana have learned with deep 
regret of the illness of a very highly respected former member of the 
Senate, the Honorable E. F. (Dick) McQuitty. 


WHEREAS, we have had a large number of great men that have 
been members of this Honorable Body that have stood up against odds 
but it remains that Senator E. F. (Dick) McQuitty to make a momentous 
decision to remain in office or to have Wheatland County to either have 
no representation or appointed representation in the Senate of the Thirty- 
fifth Legislative Assembly. He, therefore, rose above all of the great 
men and resigned his office prior to the filing for the primary election 
so that his people could select who was to represent them in the Senate 
of the State of Montana. 


In 1938 he was elected Senator from Wheatland County on the 
Democrat ticket and was re-elected every election since that time. The 
Senator has an unblemished reputation in public life and is one of the 
most respected men that ever sat as a member of this body. He served 
during all his time here as a member of Finance and Claims Committee 
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and as everybody knew him in the Senate or out of it respected his 
decision and judgment in financial matters to this state. He was an 
expert on Montana financial problems. 


Senator McQuitty in his home town is always very highly respected 
and has done very much for his community. He has done these accom- 
plishments for Harlowton. He financed a large part of the football 
field now known as McQuitty Field. He loaned to the V.F.W. when it 
was assumed to be a very poor risk. He has helped people financially 
upon their word alone. When he operated a grocery store he did not 
send any family away without giving them credit. These are just a 
few of the things that he has done and many more. 


A fine tribute to this man may be found in the following quotation 
from Brian Hooker’s translation of Rostand’s Cyrano de Bergerac. It is 
Cyrano speaking. 


“What would you have me do? 

Seek for the patronage of some great man. 
And like a creeping vine on a tall tree 

Crawl upward, where I cannot stand alone? 
No, thank you. 

To sing, to laugh, to dream, 

To walk in my own way and be alone, 

Free, with an eye to see things as they are— 
At a word, a yes, a no, 

To fight—or write. Travel any road 

Under the sun, under the stars, nor doubt 
If fame or fortune lie beyond the bourne— 
Never to make a line I have not heard 

In my own heart; yet, with all modesty 

To say: ‘My soul, be satisfied with flowers, 
With fruit, with weeds even; to gather them 
In the one garden you may call your own.’ 
So, when I win some triumph, by some chance, 
Render no share to Caesar—in a word, 

I am too proud to be a parasite 

And if my nature wants the germ that grows 
Towering to heaven like the mountain pine, 
Or like the oak, sheltering multitudes— 

I stand, not high it may be—but alone!”

I wish to determine whether there is any statutory or constitutional 
provision requiring adoption of this rule by the House of Representatives, 
and if so, would the same statutory or constitutional provision require 
the Montana State Senate to read the sections of bills appropriating 
monies at length?

Dear Mr. Cannon: 


You have requested my opinion whether the Senate of the State 
of Montana is compelled, either by statute or Constitutional provision, 
to adopt a rule substantially the same as House of Representatives rule 
No. 42, which provides: 


Rule 42. Reading of Appropriation Bills. The second reading of 
bills appropriating money shall be by section only, except that the section 
containing the appropriation shall be read at length. The third reading 
of such bills shall be at length. A suspension of this rule shall not be 
made. A 


I find no Constitutional provision or statute which would compel 
adoption of a similar rule by the Senate. 


Section 11, Article V of the Constitution of Montana provides in 
part) that; 


“Hach house shall have power to determine the rules of its pro- 
ceedings .. .” 


Neither the other provisions of the Constitution nor the statutes 
of the State of Montana modify this power as far as the reading of 
bills is concerned.

Gentlemen: 


The Thirty-fourth Legislative Assembly provided $20,000 to the Mon- 
tana Trade Commission for the purpose of investigating price-fixing prac- 
tices in the marketing of gasoline and refined petroleum products in 
Montana. 


On December 11, 1956, the Trade Commission through its Secretary- 
Counsel John T. Vance transmitted to my predecessor in this office a 
complaint, requesting that the Attorney General bring an action under 
Section 94-1112, R.C.M. 1947, and certain affidavits in support of the 
complaint. Since taking office on January 7 I have given as much time 
as has permitted to familiarize myself with the situation to determine 
what action can be taken. 


I find that the Montana Supreme Court has already ruled that no 
action can be maintained under Section 94-1112 in this kind of a situ- 
ation. Our Supreme Court said in the case of State vs. Rocky Mountain 
Elevator Company, 52 Mont. 487, 157 Pac. 818, that an action may be 
brought under this type of statute only on behalf of a specific named 
business competitor of the merchant or merchants charged with unfair 
competition. 


None of the affidavits submitted to this office contain any evidence 
as required by the Supreme Court in the Rocky Mountain Elevator case, 
and most of the affidavits do not even show when, where or under what 
circumstances they are made. In this situation no court in Montana 
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would entertain an action based on this complaint and had some legal 
inquiry been made, this fact should have been apparent to the Trade 
Commission. 


There are other sections of the code which concern pricing of petrol- 
eum products, and it seems to me that some attention should have been 
paid to them by the Trade Commission. These are Sections 60-401 
through 60-407, R.C.M. 1947, passed as Chapter 111, Laws of 1935. 


This act was intended, obviously, as a replacement for Chapter 184, 
Laws of 1933, which law was declared unconstitutional by the Montana 
Supreme Court in the case of H. Earl Clack v. Public Service Commis- 
sion, 94 Mont, 488, 22 Pac. 2nd 1056. 


The court further held in this case as follows: 


“If the Act is a price-fixing measure, judgment is foreclosed against 
it; for it is settled by recent decisions of the supreme court of the 
United States that a state legislature is without power to fix prices at 
which commodities may be sold, services rendered or property used, 
unless the business or property involved is ‘affected with a public in- 
terest.’ (Williams v. Standard Oil Co., 278 U. S. 2385, 49 Sup. Ct. 115, 
116, 73 L. Ed. 287, 60 A.L.R. 596; Wolff Packing Co. v. Court of In- 
dustrial Relations, 262 U. S. 522, 438 Sup. Ct.) 630, 634,-67 LisHds91103, 
27 A.L.R. 1280; Tyson & Bro. v. Benton, 273 U. S. 418, 57 Sup. Ct. 426, 
71 L. Ed. 718, 58 A.L.R. 12386.) 


“Gasoline is one of the ordinary commodities of trade differing, so 
far as the question here is affected, in no essential respect from a great 
variety of other articles commonly bought and sold by merchants and 
private dealers in the country. The decisions referred to above make it 
perfectly clear that the business of dealing in such articles, irrespective 
of its extent, does not come within the phrase ‘affected with a public 
interest’.”” (Williams v. Standard Oil Co., supra.) 


“In view of this controlling decision, if the legislature, by declaring 
a “standard petroleum product” to be a “public utility” (see City of 
Denton v. Denton Ice. Co., (Tex. Com. App.) 18 S.W. (2nd) 606), meant. 
to declare the business or property ‘to be affected with a public inter- 
est,’ the effort was wasted.” 


It is highly doubtful that the 1985 enactment cures the defects 
pointed out by the court as they related to the 1933 laws. However, 
a case could be started for the purpose of a determination and the facts 
pertaining to the inquiry necessary to bring such a case could be acquired 
without much need for a further money appropriation. Why something 
like this was not done at the early stages of its inquiry, by the Mon- 
tana Trade Commission, is troublesome for me to grasp. 


If the court sustained the 1985 act, further actions by the several 
county attorneys of Montana could be brought, in which case perhaps 
some of the needed relief to the gasoline consuming public would be 
had; otherwise, the officers of the state are powerless. 


If the Supreme Court stands on its prior decisions new legislative 
machinery must be provided by which the state can act to prevent alleged 
price gouging. 


I am unable to recommend what may be needed by way of new legis- 
lation. As you know I have been Montana’s Attorney General for only 
three weeks, and time has only permitted me to inquire into the prob- 
lem to the extent that I have hereinabove set out.

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WHEREAS, Chapters 2 and 278 of the Thirty-fourth Legislative 
Assembly did further empower the State Board of Examiners to make re- 
pairs, reconstruction and renovation of the State Capitol Building and 
did provide for the issue and sale of bonds for that purpose; and

placed in the Capitol Repairs Fund; and 


WHEREAS, the State Board of Examiners have recently authorized 
and paid for particular expenditures in the amount of $495,599.04 for

WHEREAS, payments have been made and other payments in the 
amount of $194,012.04 are yet owing for certain items of these expendi-

Senate Bill No. 187, introduced by Nixon, Grandey: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act providing for the punishment of persons who have been 
previously convicted of a felony, or felonies, or an attempt or attempts to 
commit a felony, under the laws of this state or of any other state or 
government or country, prescribing the punishment in such case, providing 
the procedure in such cases, and repealing Sections 94-4713, 94-4714 and 
94-4715, Revised Codes of Montana, 1947.” Referred to Committee on 
Judiciary. 


Senate Bill No. 188, introduced by Reardon, Ruane: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act to amend Section 27-407 Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, 
relating to orders by the Montana milk control board fixing wholesale 
and retail milk prices and handling charge; providing that the Montana 
milk control board is prohibited from fixing a price for milk which price 
would be in violation of Sections 51-101 to 51-118 Revised Codes of Mon- 
tana, 1947; repealing all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith; and 
providing for an effective date for this act.”

Senate Bill No. 198, introduced by Ruane, Reardon: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act to amend Section 47-125 of the Revised Codes of Montana 
of 1947 relating to the maximum rate of interest allowed by agreement 
and providing that reasonable fees for services may be charged in addi- 
tion to interest in case of loans made in amounts of $100.00 or less, pro- 
viding for an effective date of this act and repealing all acts and parts of 
acts in conflict herewith.” Referred to Committee on Banks and Banking. 


Senate Bill No. 199, introduced by Nutter: A bill for an act entitled: 
“An act to amend Section 84-3207 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, 
relating to county licenses for architects, builders, contractors, or manu- 
facturers doing a business of more than fifteen thousand dollars a year

Senate Bill No. 203, introduced by Anderson (Lincoln), Dahl: A bill 
for an act entitled: ‘An act to amend Title 92 of the Revised Codes of 
Montana, 1947, as amended, known as the workmen’s compensation act, 
amending Section 92-418 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, defining 
the words injury or injured in the workmen’s compensation act, providing 
for an effective date of this act, and repealing all acts and parts of acts 
in conflict therewith.” Referred to Committee on Labor and Compensa- 
tion. 


Senate Bill No. 204, introduced by Anderson (Lincoln), Dahl: A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act to amend Title 92 of the Revised Codes of Mon- 
tana, 1947, as amended, known as the workmen’s compensation act, amend- 
ing Section 92-807 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, relating to the 
notice of claims for compensation for injury or death; providing for an 
effective date of this act; providing for a repeal of all acts and parts of 
acts in conflict herewith.” Referred to Committee on Labor and Compen- 
sation. 


Senate Bill No. 205, introduced by Anderson (Lincoln), Dahl: A bill 
for an act entitled: “An act to amend Title 92 of the Revised Codes of 
Montana, 1947, as amended, known as the workmen’s compensation act, 
amending Section 92-601, of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, relating 
to the time limitation for filing of claims; and repealing all acts and parts 
of acts in conflict herewith.” Referred to Committee on Labor and Com- 
pensation. 


Senate Bill No. 206, introduced by Anderson (Lincoln), Dahl: A bill 
for an act entitled: “An act to amend Sections 92-701, 92-702, 92-703, 
92-704, of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, as amended by Chapter 7 
of the Session Laws of the State of Montana of 1949 and Chapter 48 of the 
Session Laws of the State of Montana of 1951, all relating to the work- 
men’s compensation act of the State of Montana, and relating to compen- 
sation for injuries to workmen by increasing the compensation in the cases 
of temporary total, total permanent, and partial permanent disabilities, 
for injuries causing death, and time during which compensation is to be 
paid in the case of death.” Referred to Committee on Labor and Com- 
pensation. 


Senate Bill No. 207, introduced by James, Durkee, Valiton, Minette: 
A bill for an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 5, Chapter 153, of the 
Session Laws of Montana, of 1955, relating to the Montana State Board 
of Pardons; providing for a director and employees and salaries to be 
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paid monthly, and auditing and approval by the State Board of Exam- 
iners; providing the salary of director shall be seven thousand five hundred 
dollars ($7,500.00) payable monthly; repealing all acts and parts of acts 
in conflict herewith; and providing this act shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage and approval.” Referred to Committee 
on State Boards, Offices and Buildings. 


Senate Bill No. 208, introduced by Anderson (Lincoln): A bill for an 
act entitled: ‘‘An act to amend Chapter 7 of Title 92 of the Revised Codes 
of Montana, 1947, by adding thereto a new section to be designated Sec- 
tion 92-716, relating to the workmen’s compensation act and providing 
for compensation for wage loss suffered by reason of discharge, transfer 
or cessation of employment by reason of a non-disabling disease; pro- 
viding for medical examination and for compensation.” Referred to Com- 
mittee on Labor and Compensation. 


Senate Bill No. 209, introduced by Anderson (Lincoln): A bill for an 
act entitled: “An act to amend Title 92 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 
1947, as amended, known as the workmen’s compensation act, amending 
Section 92-707 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, relating to the date 
for which compensation for injury shall be paid, providing for an effective 
date of this act, and repealing all acts and parts of acts in conflict there- 
with.” Referred to Committee on Labor and Compensation. 


Senate Bill No. 210, introduced by Valiton (by request): A bill for an 
act entitled: ‘An act establishing a preference for Montana printers and 
providing that where Montana printers have made bids in excess of ten 
(10) per centum of the bids of printers outside the state, then the state or 
its agents must take the bid of the printers outside the state.” Referred 
to Committee on State Boards, Offices and Buildings. 


Senate Bill No. 211, introduced by Hibbs, Nutter: A bill for an act 
entitled: “An act relating to the driving of a motor vehicle while there 
is an open container therein containing beer or liquor; providing that such 
driving shall constitute a misdemeanor.” Referred to Committee on Liquor 
Control. 


Senate Bill No. 212, introduced by Larson (by request): A bill for an 
act entitled: “An act recognizing the need of the State of Montana for 
scientific research in the various phases of highway engineering; recogniz- 
ing the need of the State of Montana to aid in fostering, supporting and 
furthering scientific research in highway engineering; authorizing the 
State of Montana to act by and through its state highway commission 
in entering into agreements with the various units forming the University 
of Montana to develop interest and competence in highway engineering 
research by establishing civil engineering scholarships for highway com- 
mission employees, and doing all other things necessary to alleviate the 
shortage of civil engineers; providing for ten thousand dollars ($10,000.00) 
per annum maximum expenditure; repealing all acts and parts of acts in 
conflict herewith; and providing that this act shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage and approval and shall expire January 
1, 1962.” Referred to Committee on Education. 


Senate Bill No. 218, introduced by Nutter, Valiton and Hibbs: A bill 
for an act entitled: “An act providing for compensation of workingmen 
for disability or death resulting from occupational diseases; providing 
that this act shall be known as the occupational disease act of Montana; 
providing that this act shall be administered by the Industrial Accident 
Board; providing for definitions; defining occupational diseases; determ- 
ining proximate causation; providing for the coverage of certain employees 
and employees; establishing those subject to this act; providing for 
the liability of last employer and exceptions; providing that right 
to recover compensation pursuant to provisions of this act shall be the ex- 
clusive remedy therefor against the employer bound by this act; provid- 
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ing for employees’ right to reject this act; providing for payment of 
compensation, exceptions and limitations; providing for time and manner 
for filing claims; providing for notice of disability or death; providing 
for medical plan, medical committee and pulmonary specialists; establish- 
ing procedure for medical examination of claimant; providing for au- 
topsy; providing a schedule of compensation benefits for occupational dis- 
ease producing temporary total disability; providing a schedule of com- 
pensation benefits for occupational diseases producing total disability, 
permanent and character; providing a schedule of compensation benefits 
where death is caused by occupational disease, providing for burial ex- 
pense; providing for medical and hospital expense; defining aggra- 
vation and prorating benefits thereunder; providing for compensation 
for disability or death from silicosis complicated by pulmonary diseases; 
providing for periodic medical examination; providing for compensation: 
plans for the creation of the occupational disease compensation fund; 
establishing when common law defenses are not available; providing for 
the payment of benefits in the event employee is discharged under certain 
‘conditions; establishing penalty for false representation by employee; 
prohibiting lump sum settlements and providing for payment of attorney 
fees; providing that agreement by employee to waive compensation or to 
pay premium void; providing a date when compensation payments under 
this act begin; providing penalties for violation of this act; providing for 
time and manner of payments; providing for payment to guardian of child 
under eighteen (18) years of age; providing for procedure to be followed by 
the board; providing for right of appeal to courts; providing certain admin- 
istrative powers of board; providing for records and copies of evidence; pro- 
viding that books, records and payroll of employers shall be open to in- 
spection by board; providing for jurisdiction of board to hear disputes and 
controversies; providing for hearings, findings, and awards by the board; 
prohibiting persons receiving compensation or benefits under part nine 
(9) of the public welfare act of the State of Montana from receiving 
benefits under this act; providing for the diminution of payments under 
this act where claimant, his beneficiaries, or his dependents are receiv- 
ing benefits under the workmen’s compensation act of Montana or any 
other state; providing to employees, common law right to sue when they 
cannot meet eligibility requirements of this act; providing that wilful mis- 
conduct, wilful self-exposure, or wilful disobedience of orders of the board 
shall bar right to benefits under this act; prohibiting assignment of com- 
pensation benefits or attachment of benefit payments; providing for pay- 
ment of medical examination and autopsy expenses; prohibiting the vest- 
ing of rights to compensation awarded under this act and reserving unto 
the state the right to reduce the rate or amount of compensation to be re- 
ceived by any person; providing for a repealing clause; and providing for 
an effective date of this act.” Referred to Committee on Labor and Com- 
pensation. 


Senate Bill No. 214, introduced by Mahoney (by request): A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act prohibiting distributors, refiners or suppliers 
from granting special discounts with intent to injure competitors; pro- 
hibiting distributors, refiners or suppliers from making any agreement 
which will lessen competition in the marketing of petroleum products; 
prohibiting distributors, refiners or suppliers from discriminating in prices 
between different retail dealers; defining certain terms and prescribing 
a penalty for the violation of this act.” Referred to Committee on Oils 
and Leases. 


Senate Bill No. 215, introduced by Grandey (by request): A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act to amend Section 94-2401 of the Revised Codes 
of Montana of 1947, relating to gambling games, by eliminating therefrom 
the provisions of said section providing for the playing of certain games 
for amusement and pastime and the use in places of business trade stimu- 
laters upon the payment of a license.” Referred to Committee on Taxation. 


Senate Bill No. 216, introduced by Cotton, Anderson (Lincoln): A bill 
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for an act entitled: ‘An act to provide for the snow removal in times of 
emergency in cities and towns; providing for a one (1) mill levy by the 
corporate authority of cities and towns and providing for the assessment, 
collection and levy of taxes for the same for the purpose of providing for 
an emergency snow removal fund; providing that the mayor of cities and 
towns shall have the power to declare an emergency to exist for snow 
removal, limiting the fund to a specified purpose; providing that all acts 
and parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby repealed; and providing 
that this act shall be in full force and effect from and after its passage 
and approval, nothwithstanding any provisions of the budget act relating 
to cities and towns.” Referred to Committee on City and Town Affairs. 


Senate Bill No. 217, introduced by Hagenston: A bill for an act en- 
titled: ‘An act to establish an unsatisfied judgment fund with the Mon- 
tana state treasurer, from additional fees assessed to Montana residents 
for driver’s licenses; providing for the investment of said fund; requiring 
an additional fee of one dollar ($1.00) to be collected by the Montana 
highway patrol board for each driver’s license issued; suspending collec- 
tion of fees when the fund exceeds two hundred thousand dollars ($200,- 
000.00) for a two year period; providing for the procedure for recovery 
from the fund by Montana residents obtaining judgments in excess of 
three hundred dollars ($300.00) for personal injuries or death; providing 
for recovery from fund by Montana residents when liability cannot be de- 
termined, and the procedure thereon, and limit on amount of judgment to 
be collected; designating attorney general as counsel of said fund; and 
empowering said official to appoint special counsel to defend said fund, 
providing orders by district courts on state treasurer to pay unsatisfied 
judgment; providing for appeals from orders as provided by law; desig- 
nating manner in which judgment becomes final; providing for the limit 
on the amount payable from said fund; providing for assignment of judg- 
ments to state treasurer before payment of judgment from said fund; 
providing for pro-rate distribution from fund on order, when fund in- 
sufficient to meet payments; providing for amounts to be repaid fund 
before driving privileges restored, and installment payment thereof; and 
providing for a repealing clause of this act.” Referred to Committee on 
Insurance. 


Senate Bill No. 218, introduced by Brenner (by request): A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act providing for an income tax refund account 
and containing a repealing clause.” Referred to Committee on Taxation. 


Senate Bill No. 219, introduced by Brenner (by request): A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act relating to credits and refunds; providing for the 
period within which claim must be made; providing for a hearing upon 
the claim and for review by the court, by the taxpayer and containing a 
repealing clause.” Referred to Committee on Taxation. 


Senate Bill No. 220, introduced by Brenner (by request): A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act providing for the installment method of report- 
ing income for Montana state income tax purposes, providing limitations 
thereon and providing for retroactive application of the installment method 
of reporting income and containing a repealing clause.” Referred to 
Committee on Taxation. 


Senate Bill No. 221, introduced by Brenner (by request): A _ bill 
for an act entitled: ‘An act relating to interest on refunds and credits; 
providing for the allowance of interest on a credit or refund of income 
tax erroneously or illegally assessed or collected, or of any penalty col- 
lected without authority, or of any sum which was excessive or in any 
manner wrongfully collected, and containing a repealing clause.” Referred 
to Committee on Taxation. 


Senate Bill No. 222, introduced by Brenner (by request): A bill for 
an act entitled: “An act providing for review by the court of any de- 
termination of the Board of Equalization in respect to income taxes and

WHEREAS: Montana growers are still subject to the same restric- 
tions as are growers of soft, low quality wheats, which are said to be in 
surplus; 


WHEREAS: Huge drouth areas have cut production levels and greater 
export demand for wheat appears certain; 


WHEREAS: Some higher acreage allotments for our small operators 
will tend to redress a balance which is badly needed and the present pres- 
sure on all operators is curtailing too much production of high protein 
wheat.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED: that the Senate of the 
State of Montana, does hereby go on record and petition the Senate of the 
United States of America and the House of Representatives of the United 
States of America to act and urge passage of the legislation introduced 
and affecting acreage allotments of durum wheat, to-wit: 


For each acre of durum wheat seeded within the allotted wheat acre- 
age, one acre of durum wheat may be seeded outside of the allotted acre- 
age. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED; That a copy 
of this resolution be transmitted by the Secretary of the State of Montana, 
to the Senate and the House of Representatives of the United States of

WHEREAS, the Bureau has indicated that it intends to carry out more 
detailed studies of its so-called Plan E-1, which consists of a 53-mile canal 
diverting water from the Madison River upstream from the town of 
Ennis, diversion of 570 cubic feet per second of water from said river dur- 
ing the irrigation season, and use of Hebgen Lake as a storage reservoir 
for irrigation purposes, and 


WHEREAS, this plan would result in heavy drawdown of Hebgen 
Lake during the summertime irrigation season, causing serious fluctua- 
tions in the lake level, creating unsightly mud flats and reducing the value 
of homes and tourist accommodations which are located on the shores of 
Hebgen Lake, and 


WHEREAS, Hebgen Lake and the Madison River below it are uni- 
versally recognized as being among the finest Rainbow trout fishing waters. 
in the entire world, and sportsmen in large numbers, not only from Mon- 
tana but from all sections of North America, make annual pilgrimages to 
these waters to enjoy this recreational area and its fishing, and 


WHEREAS, fluctuations in the levels of Hebgen Lake and the Madison 
River would result in serious adverse effect, if not complete destruction, 
of these fishery resources under some plans contemplated, and 


WHEREAS, the Federal Power Commission, after consultation with 
the United States Forest Service and the United States Fish and Wildlife 
Service, has demonstrated the Federal Government’s interest in preserving 
the recreational values of Hebgen Lake by requiring that the power licensee 
on the Madison River hold its drawdown of Hebgen Lake to a minimum 
level of 6,540 feet elevation during the period of June 1 to October 1 each 
year, and 


WHEREAS, the diversion of 570 cubic feet per second of water from 
the Madison River would reduce the flow of the river below the intake of 
the canal by one-third to one-half during the irrigation season, causing 
serious adverse effect on recreation and fishing and on landowners with 
long-standing water rights on the river, and reducing the power output of 
the Madison power plant by nearly 40 per cent, and 


WHEREAS, if provisions were made to release sufficient water from 
Hebgen Lake to allow diversion of water into the canal and still maintain 
normal river flow below the canal it would require that Hebgen Lake be 
drastically drawn down and would result in high water conditions adversely 
affecting lands and property between the lake and the point of diversion, 
and 


WHEREAS, the Bureau of Reclamation has studied a number of plans, 
some of which could virtually reduce the Madison River to a mere trickle

By striking from the title thereof in lines 18 to 24, on page 1 of the 
printed bill the following words and figures: “providing a schedule of 
compensation benefits for occupational disease producing temporary total 
disability; providing a schedule of compensation benefits for occupational 
disease producing total disability, permanent in character; providing a 
schedule of compensation benefits where death is caused by occupational 
disease;” and inserting in lieu thereof the following words: “providing 
that compensation payments for disability or death caused by an occupa- 
tional disease shall be the same as compensation payments for temporary 
total and permanent total disability and for injuries causing death under 
the Montana workmen’s compensation act;”’; 


By striking from the title thereof in line 4 of page 2 of the printed 
bill after the word: “providing” the word: “that” and inserting in lieu 
thereof the word: “for”; 


By striking from the title thereof in line 5 of page 2 of the printed 
bill the following words: “or to pay premium void”; 


By striking from the title thereof in lines 22 and 23 of page 2 of the 
printed bill, the following words: ‘“‘providing to employees common law 
right to sue when they cannot meet eligibility requirements of this act;’; 


By striking from the title thereof in lines 32 and 33 of page 2 of the 
printed bill, the following words: ‘and providing for an effective date of 
this act”; and inserting in lieu thereof the following words: “providing 
that this act shall be liberally construed; and repealing all acts and parts 
of acts in conflict herewith.”; 


By striking from Section 3, line 4, page 3 of the printed bill, the word: 
“average” before the words: “weekly wage’; 


By striking on line 42 of page 4 of the printed bill, in Section 3, the 
word: “‘wholly”; 


By striking from Section 3 all of Sub-section 27, in lines 96 to 99 on 
page 5 of the printed bill and inserting in lieu thereof the following words: 
“27. ‘Workshift’? means the work for which an employee is paid a day’s 
wages.” 


By adding to Section 4, page 6 of the printed bill, following line 16 
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the following: (m) Copper or its compounds, (n) Benzine or its derivatives,, 
(0) Benzol or its derivatives, (p) Hydro-carbons, (q) Carbon derivatives, 
(x) Carbon tetrachloride; 


By adding to Section 4, page 6 of the printed bill, following line 19 
the following: “6. Provided, however, that regardless of the specific list- 
ings, heretofore, any employer who so elects may insure against disable-. 
ment by other diseases arising out of or contracted from and in the course. 
of their employment if such insurance has been approved by the board.” 


By striking from pages 6 and 7 of the printed bill all of Section 6 and 
inserting in lieu thereof the following: “Section 6. Regular Employees and 
Subcontractors. The term ‘regularly employed,’ as herein used, includes. 
all employments, whether continuous throughout the year or for only a 
portion of the year, in the usual trade, business, profession or occupation 
of an employer. Where an employer procures work to be done for him by 
a contractor over whose work he retains supervision or control, and such 
work is a part or process in the trade or business of the employer, then 
such contractor and the person employed by the subcontractor, are, within 
the meaning of this section, employees of the original employer. A per- 
son engaged in work for another, and who, while so engaged is independent. 
of the employer in the execution of the work, not subject to the rule or 
control of the person for whom the work is done, but engaged only in the 
performance of a definite job or piece of work, and subordinate to the 
employer only in effecting a result in accordance with the employer’s de- 
sign, is an independent contractor and an employer within the meaning 
hereof.” 


By striking from Section 8, page 7 of the printed bill, in line 8 the 
word “or” and inserting in lieu thereof the word ‘and’; 


By striking out in Section 9, page 8, line 12 of the printed bill, the 
period and quotation marks; and inserting in lieu thereof, the following: 
““; provided, however, that, except for the waivers provided for in Section 30 
of the act it shall be unlawful for any such employer to require as a condi- 
tion of employment the rejection of the provisions of this act, and any re- 
jection which is the result of any such condition or requirement shall be 
void and of no effect.”’; 


By striking out in Section 11, page 8, line 4 of the printed bill the 
colon, and inserting in lieu thereof the words and figures: ‘; and when. 
claims are presented and notices given in accordance with the limitations 
of Sections 12 and 18 of this act:”; 


By striking from Section 11, Subsection A.1, on page 8 of the printed 
bill, in line 6 after the words “prior to,” the following word and figures: 
“January 1, 1958” and inserting in lieu thereof the following words: 
“the effective date of this act,”’; 


By striking out in Section 11, page 8, line 10 of the printed bill the 
period and inserting in lieu thereof the words and figures: “; provided that 
the board upon good cause shown may waive this limitation in the interest. 
of justice, but in any case said period may not be extended to more than 
one year from the date of last employment by the said employer.”; 


By striking from Section 11, Sub-section A.38, on page 8 of the printed 
bill, in lines 18 and 14, beginning after the word “than” the following 
words and figures: “one thousand two hundred (1200)” and inserting in- 
lieu thereof the following words and figures: “one thousand (1000)”; 


By striking from Section 11, all of Sub-section A.4, on page 8 of the 
printed bill on line 17 to 20, and inserting in lieu thereof the following 
words and figures: “4. Provided, however, that any silicotic employee who: 
is discharged by his employer to escape liability for silicosis benefits under 
this act shall be eligible to receive compensation under this. act. when. 
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totally disabled if he has seven hundred (700) actual workshifts since 
January 1, 1952, for that employer, except in those cases where an em- 
ployee or applicant for employment has executed a waiver of compensation 
as provided in Section 30 of this act.’

vided in Section 18 of this act. In the case of death from an occupational 
disease, as herein defined, including silicosis, all claims therefor shall be 
forever barred unless the same shall be presented in writing under oath 
to the employer, the insurer, or the board, as the case may be, within 
thirty (380) days of filing the notice of death as provided in Section 13 of 
this act. ' 


Claims shall be filed in triplicate on forms to be furnished by the 
board and may be accompanied by a medical report of the claimant’s at- 
tending physician. The provisions of this Section 12 as to the time for 
presenting claims for compensation shall prevail over any other provisions 
of this act to the contrary.”

the employee actually worked for the employer against whom compensa- 
tion is claimed. 


“In cases of disability resulting from silicosis which are compensable 
under this act, notice of such disability shall be given to the employer, the 
insurer, or the board, as the case may be, within thirty (30) days after 
the employee knew or should have known of the nature of the impairment 
and its relationship to employment, but in no event shall such notice be 
filed more than four (4) years after the last day upon which the employee 
actually worked for the employer against whom compensation is claimed. 


“In cases of a death from silicosis which is compensable under this 
act, notice of such death shall be given to the employer, the insurer, or 
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the board, as the case may be, within thirty (30) days after the employee’s 
beneficiaries or his dependents knew or should have known of the cause of 
death and its relationship to the employment, but in no event shall such 
notice be filed more than one (1) year after such death. 


“Such notice shall be valid only if filed in writing on forms to be 
furnished by the Board, and shall contain the name and address of the em- 
ployee and a statement of the time, place, nature, and cause of the dis- 
ability or death, and shall be signed by the employee or by some other 
person on his behalf; or in case of death by any person claiming to be en- 
titled to compensation for such death or by some person on his behalf. 


“Except if death occurs during the period of total disability de- 
scribed in Section 11, B.3., in which case the period of notice may be 
extended to the term of seven years from the last day of said employ- 
ment.”

“Any waiver of compensation under this section by an applicant for 
employment, shall be in writing on a form to be prescribed by the board, 
and shall be and constitute a waiver of compensation as to the aggravation 
of the particular occupational disease with which such applicant for em- 
ployment is afflicted, which disease must be named in the waiver. Such 
waiver, together with the report of the medical examination of the appli- 
cant for employment executing the waiver, and X-rays, if any, shall be 
delivered to the board by the employer within five (5) days after the 
execution of such waiver. To such waiver, medical report and X-rays, if 
any, shall be attached a certificate by the examining physician certifying 
that the medical report is the report of the physical examination of the 
person signing the waiver. The board shall submit such waiver, medical 
report and X-rays, if any, to a physician of its choice from the medical 
panel, and such physician shall report to the board his findings as to 
whether the waiver and medical report are satisfactory. The board shall 
within fifteen (15) days after the receipt of such waiver and medical re- 
port from the employer approve or disapprove such waiver in writing, 
stating the reasons for such approval or disapproval. Such approval or 
disapproval shall be mailed to the employer and the applicant for employ- 
ment within twenty-four (24) hours after the board has approved or dis- 
approved such waiver. 


“An applicant for employment who signs a waiver of compensation as 
herein provided, may commence work prior to the approval or disapproval 
of such waiver by the board, but if the board shall disapprove such waiver 
the employer may discharge such applicant for employment without lia- 
bility to such applicant for employment by reason of such discharge or 
such occupational disease. 


“All such waivers and reports shall become permanent records of the 
board and shall constitute a permanent waiver of compensation for dis- 
ability from the particular occupational disease named in such waiver re- 
gardless of the fact that the person executing the same may from time to 
time change employers. 


“The board may make reasonable rules and regulations relative to the 
form, execution and filing of such waivers and reports not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act. 


“B. Employers subject to this act who shall have employees subject 
to this act may give a physical examination to any or all such employees 
subject to this act. If such an employee is found to be afflicted with an 
occupational disease he may execute a waiver of compensation for aggra- 
vation of the particular occupational disease with which such employee is 
afflicted, which disease must be named in the waiver. Such waiver shall 
be effective only if approved by the Board in the same manner as pro- 
vided in cases of waivers by applicants for employment set forth in Sub- 
section A of this Section 30.” 


“Such waiver provided for in this Sub-section B of this Section 30 shall 
be of no effect unless executed by the employee within 120 days after the 
effective date of this act.”;

Senate Bill No. 7, introduced by Mackay, Worden, Moritz, James, Wil- 
son, Keller: A bill for an act entitled: “An act to submit to the qualified 
electors of the State of Montana an amendment to Article V of the Con- 
stitution of the State of Montana, relating to legislative department, adding 
thereto a new section to be known and designated as Section 46 of Article 
V authorizing and providing for legislative committees to serve and act 
in the interim between sessions of the legislative assembly.” 


Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That the Constitution of the State of Montana be amended 
as hereinafter provided and that the question of such amendment be sub- 
mitted to the qualified electors of the State of Montana for their approval 
or rejection at the general election to be held in November, 1958. 


Section 2. That the Constitution of the State of Montana be, and the 
same is hereby amended by adding thereto a new section to be known and 
designated as Section 46 of Article V, reading as follows: 


“Section 46. The Legislative Assembly may provide for committees 
thereof to serve and act in the interim between sessions of the Legislative 
Assembly to ascertain facts and to inquire, report and recommend with 
reference to matters within the Legislative Authority. Notwithstanding 
other provisions of this Constitution, such committees may be authorized to 
issue subpoenas, to compel the attendance of witnesses and the production 
of document and records, disobedience to which may be declared by the 
Legislative Assembly to be a crime punishable in the Courts of this State 
as the Legislative Assembly may prescribe, and the members of such com- 
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mittees may be paid per diem and expenses as provided by law in attending 
to the business of such committees in the interim between sessions of the 
Legislative Assembly.” 


Section 8. Separate official ballots shall be provided at the general 
election to be held in November, 1958, which shall have printed thereon 
“Interim Legislative Committees Amendment,” followed by all of Section 
46 of Article V of the Constitution of the State of Montana as proposed 
by this act. There shall also be printed on said official ballots, below the 
said section, squares and words as follows: 


[] For the foregoing amendment to the Constitution. 
[] Against the foregoing amendment to the Constitution. 


Each elector who approves this amendment shall mark an “X” in the 
first square above printed and each elector .who rejects it shall mark an 
“X” in the second square. 


Section 4. The votes cast for and against this amendment above pro- 
posed, shall be counted, canvassed and determined by such officials, and in 
such manner as provided by law, and if a majority of all votes cast at such 
election for and against such amendment shall be in favor of such amend- 
ment, the Governor of the state shall so declare by public proclamation 
and the amendment shall be in full force and effect as a part of the 
Constitution from and after the date of such proclamation.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE HONORABLE 
ARTHUR HAGEMAN 


WHEREAS, it was with sincere sorrow that the members of the Sen- 
ate of this Thirty-fifth Legislative Assembly were informed on February 
2, 1957 of the tragic death upon the highways in Mesa, Arizona of the 
former Senator Arthur Hageman. 


WHEREAS, the late Arthur Hageman was born on February 9, 1890 
in Lemoure, North Dakota. He attended grade school and high school at 
Fargo, North Dakota and teachers college at Valley City, North Dakota 
and after graduation taught school in Litchville, North Dakota. He then 
came to Montana and settled at Baker; there he married Jacquetta Grant. 


WHEREAS, Senator Hageman came to Jordan and established himself 
in the garage business and became a very successful businessman in his 
operations. At the time of his passing he and his sons were operating a 
very modern garage and appliance department in Jordan. 


WHEREAS, Senator Hageman held many places of high esteem in his 
community; was a member of the grade school and high school boards, and 
served as president of the Commercial Club and was always a very active 
worker in all community enterprises; was one of the substantial supporters 
of a good educational system from the primary grades through the uni- 
versity. The school children of Montana lost one of their most ardent 
workers by his passing. 


WHEREAS, Senator Hageman was a member of the Masonic Lodge 
No. 148 at Jordan, was also a member of Knights Templar of Miles City 
and Al Bedoo Shrine of Billings. He was also a trustee and elder of the 
Presbyterian Church of Jordan and took a leading part in church activity. 
His wise counsel so freely given and based on wide experience will be 
missed by all those with whom he associated. 


WHEREAS, Senator Hageman served first in the House of Represen- 
tatives in 1939, 1941 and 1948. He served in the Senate in 1945 and 1947 
and in both bodies was one of the very highly respected members during 
these sessions. In 1945 he was a member of the Interim Committee set up 
to study our school problems and he served with outstanding distinction, de- 
voting his time and money to try and give Montana a better school system. 


WHEREAS, Senator Hageman is survived by his wife and his sons, 
Floyd G. Hageman and Harold R. Hageman of Jordan; and daughter, Mrs. 
Louise Ogle of Bozeman; and brothers, Frank Hageman of Minot, North 
Dakota and Ben W. Hageman of Fargo, North Dakota; and two sisters, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Langkoff of Eugene, Oregon and Mrs. Mable Hicks of 
Bozeman.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE 
DAN F. HAGERTY 


It is with sincere sorrow that the members of the Thirty-fifth Legisla- 
tive Assembly of the State of Montana record the passing of Dan F. 
Hagerty of Glacier County, a former member of this body. 


Mr. Hagerty was elected to the House of Representatives in 1926, 
running on the Democratic ticket. In 1928 and again in 19382 he was 
elected to the Senate where he ably represented Glacier County and the 
people of Montana with distinction for two full terms. Always interested 
in the political life of his county and state, he held many important posi- 
tions of trust and honor during his long residence in Montana, and at the 
time of his death was State Senator for Glacier County. He was appointed 
to this position in 1955 following the death of the late Senator George 
McCabe. 


First coming to Montana in 1893 as a telegraph operator, Mr. Hagerty 
was stationed at Blackfoot when the Great Northern rails reached that 
point when the company was extending its lines from the east to the 
Pacific coast. He was only twenty-one years of age when he first took 
the job at Blackfoot, where he remained for approximately three years. 
He then resigned his railroad position and joined forces with Joe Kipp, 
the famous early day Indian scout, explorer and trader. While with Kipp 
he was engaged in the fur trading business for several years, and follow- 
ing that experience he went into business in Browning, for many years 
operating the Mint Pool Hall and store. In later years he opened a similar 
business in Polson, where for twenty years he spent much of his time. 
After disposing of his Polson holdings he returned to Browning to make 
his home until the time of his death. 


There was probably no better known or highly respected citizen in 
Glacier County, and all of northern Montana, than Dan F. Hagerty. Ever 
steadfast in his convictions he was known for his tolerance and friendli- 
ness. In his passing, the state of Montana, as well as communities in which 
he lived and had lived, have lost a most valuable and outstanding citizen. 


Dan Hagerty was a lifelong Democrat, and one of the leaders and faith- 
ful workers in that party all through the years. He had a state-wide 
acquaintance, and was considered one of the many leaders in Democratic 
circles throughout the state for many years. 


Survivors include one daughter, Mrs. Trephena Wilkinson; sisters and 
brothers—Mrs. Mamie Evans, St. Paul; Mrs. Lizzie Grady, St. Paul; Mrs. 
Kitt Russell, half sister, Los Angeles; Mrs. Margaret Kennedy, half sister, 
St. Paul; Mrs. Loretta Henninger, half sister, St. Paul; and Pat Dudy, half 
brother, St. Paul. Also, Wright Hagerty, nephew; Roy Hagerty, nephew; 
William Hagerty, nephew; Donald W. Hagerty, nephew.

Being a leader in his 
community and state, he served as county commissioner, school trustee, 
on the council of defense and as U. S. land commissioner. 


Senator Kelsey was born November 11, 1874 in Kansas, subsequently 
attending normal school, Stanbury, Missouri, and Northern Indiana normal 
university. 


He was married August 9, 1900 to Lula B. Miller and is survived by 
five of his seven children: a son, Willis Kelsey, Sheridan, Wyoming; four 
daughters: Mrs. Vesper Marquess, Sheridan, Wyoming; Mrs. Rosabelle 
Powers, Evanston, Wyoming; Mrs. Frances Eckerman, Evanston, Wyoming; 
Mrs. Inez Smith, Olive, Montana; and a sister, Mrs. Mary E. Hotchkiss, 
Los Angeles, California.

Senator Kemmis was born in DeWitt, Iowa, January 28, 1870, the 
oldest of seven children born to Thompson and Jan Elizabeth Kemmis. 
With his parents and brothers, Senator Kemmis arrived in Montana on 
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February 25, 1884 and settled near Sidney as a farmer and stockgrower. 
He was an outstanding leader in local, county and state affairs. He was 
active in the creation and organization of Richland County in 1914. He 
was a presidential elector in 1920. He served as a “lay preacher” in the 
Methodist Church for 54 years. He was a Mason and a member of the Sons 
of the American Revolution. 


On October 16, 1894 he was united in marriage with Hannah E. Wills. 
They were the parents of five sons, four of whom survive. Mrs. Kemmis 
died on October 4, 1929. In 1931 Senator Kemmis married Jennie Frettim, 
who also preceded him in death in 1952. 


Senator Kemmis is survived by his four sons, George, Frank, Louis and 
Earl. 


In the death of Walter D. Kemmis, the State of Montana, as well as 
the community in which he lived, lost a most valuable and outstanding citi- 
zen.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE OSCAR NESVIG 


WHEREAS, it is with sincere sorrow that the members of the Thirty- 
fifth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana do record the passing 
of the late State Senator Oscar Nesvig of Wibaux County, a former mem- 
ber of this body. 


WHEREAS, Oscar Nesvig was born July 31, 1893 in Buxton, North 
Dakota. He came to Montana first in 1921, and made Montana his per- 
manent home in 1927. 


WHEREAS, he was educated at the University of North Dakota and 
the National University, Washington, D. C. 


WHEREAS, Oscar Nesvig practiced law in both North Dakota and 
Montana, and served the Goldenwest Electric Co-op. of Wibaux as attorney 
both before and after its organization, he also served as acting county 
attorney for Wibaux County. 


WHEREAS, he was a Shriner and a Mason, and was active in all 
community affairs. He was a past president of the Wibaux Lions Club, and 
served the club faithfully during his residence in Wibaux. 


WHEREAS, Oscar Nesvig served in the Montana Senate in 1951, 
19538, 1955. 


WHEREAS, Oscar Nesvig, 61, Wibaux county lawyer died of a heart 
ailment March 28, 1955 at the home of his sister, Mrs. Virtoria Rose of 
Clear Lake Highlands, California. He had been in a Glendive hospital for 
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three months prior to the opening of the Thirty-fourth Legislative As- 
sembly and was sworn while seated in a wheel chair. Following adjourn- 
ment of the assembly he went to his sister’s home in California. 


WHEREAS, his wise counsel, given so freely and his ever present 
friendliness will be missed by those with whom he associated. His energies 
and devotion to his friends, his community, his state and his family en- 
deared him to all.

SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE LIFE AND DEATH 
OF JOHN R. PAGE 


WHEREAS, it is with deep and sincere sorrow that the members of 
the Senate of the State of Montana of the Thirty-fifth Legislative Assem- 
bly record the passing of John R. Page, a former member of this body, on 
the twenty-second day of December, 1956, at the age of seventy-six years. 


WHEREAS, it is fitting and proper that the outstanding record and 
accomplishments of the late Senator John R. Page be placed on record in 
this assembly, the following facts relative to his career are hereby noted: 


Senator John R. Page, a life-long Democrat, served his first term in 
the Senate of the State of Montana representing Granite County in 1919, 
and thereafter in this body in the legislative sessions of 1921, 1923, 1924, 
1925, 19381, 1988, 1985 and 1987; and in the House of Representatives of the 
State of Montana, in the legislative sessions of 1917, 1918, 1949 and 1951, 
for a combined legislative tenure of thirteen terms. 


Senator John R. Page served in the high councils of his party, on the 
labor and capital committee in the legislative session of 1937, on the mines 
and mining committee of the legislative session of 1937, and as chairman 
of the taxation committee of the legislative session of 1937. 


John R. Page was born September 12, 1880, at Harrisburg, Missouri, 
and came with his parents to the old town of Granite when he was eight 
years of age. 


He was married at Boulder, Montana, on December 18, 1906, to 
Gertrude Wickersheim of Corbin, Montana, who survives him. Other sur- 
vivors are sons and daughters: Perry Page of Salt Lake City, Utah; Mrs. 
Glen Taylor of Vancouver, Washington; Mrs. Taylor Baker of Spokane, 
Washington; Mrs. Bert Kingrey of Greenough, Montana; and a brother, 
Mr. Vatis Page of Philipsburg, Montana. 


John R. Page was a mine boiler inspector until his retirement several 
years ago. At the time of death he was serving as police judge for his 
beloved town of Philipsburg. 


John R. Page was a veteran of the Spanish-American War. He was a 
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member of Silver Post, Veterans of Foreign Wars, Flint Creek Lodge No. 
11, A. F. & A. M., Pearl Chapter, Order of Eastern Star and the Presby- 
terian Church. 


Much could be written about the fine qualities of generosity, kindness 
and helpfulness of John R. Page. As a member of this body for many 
terms, his judgment was often sought and he did much to help, by counsel 
and by his own individual efforts, to bring about the development of Mon- 
tana where for over half a century he made his home. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED by the Senate of the Thirty- 
fifth Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana, that we express hereby 
our esteem and respect to the memory of the Honorable John R. Page and 
extend to the members of his family our sincere sympathy in their great

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 


Section 1. That Section 6 of Article XIII of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be amended as hereinafter provided, and that the ques- 
tion of such amendment be submitted to the qualified electors of the 
State of Montana at the general election to be held in November of 1958. 


Section 2. That Section 6 of Article XIII of the Constitution of the 
State of Montana be, and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 6. No city, town, township, school district or high school 
district shall be allowed to become indebted in any manner or for any 
purpose to an amount, including existing indebtedness, in the aggregate 
exceeding five per centum (5%) of the value of the taxable property 
therein, to be ascertained by the last assessment for state and county 
taxes previous to the incurring of such indebtedness, and all bonds or 
obligations in excess of such amount given by or on behalf of such city, 
town, township, school district or high school district shall be void; and 
each School District and each High School District shall have separate 
and independent bonding capacities within the limitation of this section; 
provided, however, that the legislative assembly may extend the limit 
mentioned in this section, by authorizing municipal corporations to sub- 
mit the question to a vote of the taxpayers affected thereby, when such 
increase is necessary to construct a sewerage system or to procure a 
supply of water for such municipality which shall own and control said 
water supply and devote the revenues derived therefrom to the payment 
of the debt.” . 


Section 3. This amendment shall be submitted to the qualified electors 
of the State of Montana by being placed upon an official ballot provided 
by Chapter 11 of Title 23 of the Revised Codes of Montana, 1947, as 
amended by Chapter 79 of the Session Laws of Montana of 1949, and as 
amended by Chapter 72 of the Session Laws of Montana of 1953, and as 
provided by law; and there shall be printed on such ballots the title of this 
act and the following words:

“Section 1. The purpose of this act is to provide for a committee to 
study the laws and policies of the State of Montana relating to highways, 
roads, streets and bridges, and the operation of motor vehicles within the 
State of Montana and to make recommendations for the coordination in 
one department the functions now exercised by several boards and depart- 
ments of the state government with respect to motor vehicles and the 
taxes arising from the operation thereof for the purpose of recommending 
to the 1959 legislative assembly necessary changes and proposed legis- 
lative acts, and to recodify the state highway laws, and a review and cor- 
rection of House Bill Number 326 as submitted to the Thirty-fifth Legisla- 
tive Assembly, and to draft a proposed weight distance law. 


Section 2. There is hereby created the “Montana Fact Finding Com- 
mittee,” hereinafter referred to as the committee, which shall consist of 
three (3) members appointed by the Governor; provided that not more than 
two (2) members of said committee shall, at time of appointment or there- 
after, be members of the same political party. Vacancies occurring or 
existing in the committee membership shall be filled by appointment by 
the governor. The committee shall choose one of its own members as 
chairman, and shall have the power to employ legal aid and other em- 
ployees of the committee, and shall fix the salaries of any legal aid and 
other employees. The salaries and expenses for all such employees shall 
be paid out of the state highway fund hereinafter appropriated. 


(a) The committee is empowered to adopt rules of procedure and to 
make all arrangements for its meetings and to carry out the purposes for 
which it is created. The committee shall keep accurate records of its activi- 
ties and proceedings. 


(b) The committee is authorized to act until the termination of the 
next regular session of the Montana legislative assembly and make its 
report and submit prepared bills for the enactment of necessary legislation 
on or before the first legislative day of such legislative assembly which will 
convene in the year 1959, to the Governor, President of the Senate and 
Speaker of the House. 


Section 3. The committee is hereby authorized and directed to ascer- 
tain, study and analyze all available facts and matters relating or per- 
taining to: 


(a) A study of all laws relating to highways, streets, and bridges and 
the operation of motor vehicles in the State of Montana, with suggestions 
for modernization of the laws, including the preparation of a complete 
highway code and specific legislation establishing a department of motor 
vehicles and transferring the functions now exercised by the various agen- 
cies of the state government relating to the collection of fees on and the 
operation of motor vehicles for submission to the 1959 legislative assembly. 
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(b) A study of the operation and administration of the Montana high- 
way patrol, the Montana highway patrol board, the registrar of motor ve- 
hicles, the state reciprocity board, the functions of the state highway com- 
mission and the state railroad and public service commission as they apply 
to the collection of fees and the operation of motor vehicles, and the func- 
tions of the state board of equalization with respect to the operation of 
motor vehicles, including a detailed report, which report shall contain an ad- 
ministrative outline of a department of motor vehicles exercising the above 
functions, a time table showing the date or dates upon which the various 
functions above set forth may be transferred in an orderly manner to the 
department of motor vehicles, an estimate of the capital expenditures in- 
volved in the creation of such department, the housing requirements there- 
for, an estimate of the number of officers and employees of such depart- 
ment, and a detailed budget for the operation of the department for a 
period of two fiscal years. 


(c) The study of the report made by the ‘Montana Fact Finding Com- 
mittee on Highways, Streets and Bridges’ to the Thirty-fifth Legislative 
Assembly, and all Governor’s interim committee reports which have been 
submitted to previous legislative assemblies, and to incorporate the find- 
ings in said reports where applicable. 


Section 4. The committee, in order to accomplish the purposes of the 
act, shall have the following powers and duties: 


(a) To hold public hearings and to make such investigations and sur- 
veys, or cooperate in the making of investigations or surveys, as it may 
deem desirable; 


(b) To cooperate with and secure the cooperation of the state high- 
way commission, state agencies, boards of county commissioners or officers, 
city officials and officers, and other associations, groups or institutions in 
investigating any matter within the scope of this act; 


(c) To do any and all other things necessary or convenient to enable it 
fully and adequately to exercise its powers, perform its duties, and accom- 
plish the objects and purposes of this act. 


Section 5. The members of the committee shall be reimbursed for their 
actual expenses, but not to exceed fifteen dollars ($15.00) per day, in- 
curred while attending sessions of the committee or other authorized busi- 
ness of the committee, plus transportation as provided for state officers. 
All expenses of the committee shall be paid from moneys appropriated as 
hereinafter provided in the usual manner of payments of claims against 
the state highway general fund. 


Section 6. There is hereby appropriated from the state highway gen- 
eral fund to the committee the sum of seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,- 
000.00), or so much thereof as may be necessary to carry out the purposes 
of this act; provided, that in addition to all other fees prescribed by law, 
there shall be paid for each vehicle registered for operation during the 
calendar year 1958, at the time of registration, the sum of twenty-five 
cents ($0.25). That all such additional registration fees shall be remitted 
monthly by the county treasurer, on or before the 15th day of the month 
after collection to the treasurer of the State of Montana for deposit in the 
state highway fund to replace the seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,- 
000.00) or so much thereof as may be necessary to carry out the purposes 
of this act. Any excess funds shall remain in the highway fund for the 
construction, reconstruction, maintenance, engineering on the public high- 
ways of this state.

TO REVIEW AND STUDY REIMBURSEMENT TO POWELL COUN- 
TY, MONTANA OF ITS LOSS OF TAXES BY SUPPORTING SAID 
PRISON; THAT THE SAID COUNCIL REPORT THEIR RECOM- 
MENDATIONS OF PROPOSED AND SUGGESTED LEGISLATION 
TO THE THIRTY-SIXTH LEGISLATIVE SESSION OF THE STATE 
OF MONTANA IN ORDER TO EFFECTIVELY CARRY OUT THE 
PURPOSES AND INTENT OF THIS RESOLUTION; THAT THE 
SECRETARY OF THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
BE DIRECTED TO FURNISH AND TRANSMIT COPIES OF THIS 
RESOLUTION TO EACH OF THE RESPECTIVE MEMBERS OF

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE THIRTY-FIFTH LEGIS- 
LATIVE ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF MONTANA: 


WHEREAS, on the twenty-first day of February, nineteen hundred and 
fifty-seven, the Honorable J. Hugo Aronson, Governor of the State of 
Montana, duly signed and approved House Bill number forty-six, relating 
to the creation of a legislative council, composed of twelve members, six 
of each to be appointed from the members of the Senate and the House of 
Representatives of the State of Montana; and 


WHEREAS, the said Legislative Council has the power, as prescribed 
by law to appoint special committees to study and inquire into any specific 
governmental problem, and to make recommendations for the solution of 
the same, under the supervision and direction of the Legislative Council; 
and the further power to accumulate, compile, analyze and furnish such 
information bearing upon any matters relating to existing or prospective 
legislation as may be determined by said council upon its own initiative; 
and 


WHEREAS, it is desired to have a modern prison system at the Mon- 
tana State Prison at Deer Lodge, Montana, to the end and purpose that 
the prison population at the said prison may be adequately housed, securely 
confined, and gainfully employed in such enterprise as will prove most 
remunerative to the state and beneficial to the said prisoners; to provide 
reasonable educational, recreational and rehabilitational facilities and such 
practicable industrial, farming and educational equipment required with 
the view of making the system self sustaining; and that those convicted 
of violating the law and sentenced to a term or terms in the Montana 
State Prison shall have humane treatment, and be given opportunity, en- 
couragement and training in the matter of reformation and rehabilitation; 
to see that all prisoners shall be worked within the prison walls and upon 
the farms owned by the state; and 


WHEREAS, it is beneficial to the prisoners of the Montana State 
Prison and to the State of Montana, to have industries, machinery and 
raw materials for the employment of said prisoners, and to institute a 
vocational rehabilitation program which will train said prisoners in crafts 
and occupations. And that the manufactured articles from said industries 
be made for the State of Montana, its political subdivisions and tax sup- 
ported institutions; and 


WHEREAS, it would be beneficial to the illiterate prisoners of the 
State Prison at Deer Lodge, Montana, to receive instructions in reading 
and writing; and that the literate prisoners of said prison may be enrolled 
in academic instruction and special occupational or vocational instruction; 
and 


WHEREAS, it is proper that a complete review should be made made,

with accompanying legislative recommendations, of the production by the 
State Prison at Deer Lodge, Montana, now and in the future, of industrial 
and agricultural products, to the end that such products should be utilized 
in institutions of the State of Montana; and 


WHEREAS, the future agricultural needs of the State Prison at Deer 
Lodge, Montana, and other Montana state institutions should be reviewed, 
in order to be developed a long-range farming program to meet such 
needs; and if it is found from such review that present land acreages 
owned by the said State Prison are in excess of those needed, that recom- 
mendations be made to allow sale of those lands not necessary for such a 
program; and 


WHEREAS, a long-range Montana State Prison program will involve 
considerable financing by the State of Montana for necessary buildings, 
equipment, adequate salaries and other operational expenses that the legis- 
lative council or committee therefrom appointed, make such recommenda- 
tions that will set up a possible program of appropriations in future legis- 
lative sessions to accomplish such a program; and 


WHEREAS, a more effective administrative system for the Montana 
State Prison at Deer Lodge, Montana, can be had by providing for long- 
term tenure in office for qualified and competent administrators in the 
said State Prison, and to accomplish this objective, reeommendation by the 
said council should be submitted in taking such positions and offices out 
of politics; and 


WHEREAS, the county of Powell, Montana, has suffered, and will suf- 
fer, loss of tax revenues, resulting from the State of Montana acquiring 
the Deer Lodge farm at Deer Lodge, Montana, a thirty-two thousand acre 
farm, for a prison farm, consideration should be given and legislation pro- 
posed to fairly and equitably reimburse the said county for such tax loss 
suffered; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF 
THE STATE OF MONTANA, OF THE THIRTY-FIFTH LEGISLATIVE 
SESSION, that the legislative council hereinbefore mentioned is hereby re- 
quested under its designated powers, to study, review, recommend and 
submit proposed and suggested legislation to the thirty-sixth legislative 
session of the state of Montana to carry out the purposes and intent of this 
resolution. That the Secretary of the Senate of the State of Montana be 
directed to transmit copies of this resolution to the appointed members of 
the legislative council, the Governor of the State of Montana, Attorney 
General of the State of Montana and the Secretary of State of the State of 
Montana. 


Moved by Senator Valiton, duly seconded, that the foregoing resolu- 
tion be adopted.

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REPORTS OF SELECT COMMITTEES 


The Select Committee appointed to draft a suitable memorial for 
Thomas D. Long, a former member of this body, submitted the following 
memorial: 


SENATE MEMORIAL ON THE DEATH OF THE LATE HONORABLE 
THOMAS D. LONG 


WHEREAS, to extend great and sincere homage to the integrity, and 
to the courage, and to the splendid spirit of service which characterized 
the life of the late Thomas D. Long, once an esteemed member of this 
body, this thirty-fifth legislative assembly here most humbly expresses 
sorrow at his passing and most gratefully praises the memory of this man 
and his work which contributed so much to the development of Montana. 


Thomas D. Long was born October 10, 1867 in Columbus, Indiana. He 
attended the University of Indiana, was graduated from Cornell University 
and from Ann Arbor law school in Michigan. He came to Montana in 
1895 and located in Kalispell to practice law. 


The political career of Thomas Long in Montana was long and re- 
nowned. He became county attorney of Flathead County in 1897, serving 
in this capacity for one year. He was assistant attorney general in 1901; 
registrar of the state land office from 1902 until 1905 and state senator 
from Flathead County from 1906 to 1911. During his years of the practice 
of law, Thomas Long became a very successful attorney but he always 
remained the friend of the needy and the champion of the downtrodden. 


Because Senator Long was a man with broad vision and because he 
always fully devoted his mind and talents toward the public welfare, he 
introduced a bill in the Senate in 1909 to create Lincoln County. After 
utilizing his dynamic energy to help secure its passage and approval, he 
was present to inaugurate the first group of Lincoln County officers. 
Senator Long was also vigorous in his attempts to create a Columbia Val- 
ley Authority which would protect so much for the people of the great 
northwest. After a long period of failing health, Thomas Long made a 
political comeback when he served as county attorney from 1936 until 
1940 and again from 1942 until 1944. Even at the age of eighty, he ably 
served as city attorney in Libby for a number of years. 


On August 11, 1934, Thomas D. Long was married to Mrs. Lura Dell 
Gompf at Kalispell and his survivors include the widow at Libby, his 
brother John, his son Thomas, four grandchildren and four great-grand- 
children. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the members of the 
Senate of the thirty-fifth legislative assembly publicly express sorrow 
at the passing of THOMAS D. LONG and extend their sincere sympathy 
to the members of his family.

Sirs: 


In view of the fact that there is some doubt whether or not the 
seven cent gasoline per gallon tax will be continued on a permanent 
basis, I would like to call attention to my biennial State of the State 
Message to the 35th Montana Legislative Assembly. On page 8 of the 
printed copy of that message under the section entitled “Highways”, 
I said, 


“Financially, the most important recommendations are: 


(1) The seven cent gasoline and nine cent diesel per gallon taxes 
be continued on a permanent basis.” 


The Montana Highway Department informs me that the loss in 
state matching revenues which would result if this additional one cent 
in gasoline per gallon tax were lost to the State would amount to §2,- 
240,000 annually. This amount could be matched each year with $7,- 
030,000 in federal government highway matching funds. 


In other words, the failure to continue the seven cent gasoline per 
gallon tax on a permanent basis would mean a loss to the State of Mon- 
tana in actual road program funds of $9,270,000 annually.

Sirs: 


I am returning Substitute Senate Bill No. 78 without my approval for 
the following reasons: 


Since the creation of the Montana Liquor Control Board in 1933, the 
declared public policy of this board and of the State of Montana has been 
that no member or employee of the liquor control board shall be interested 
in the liquor business, either directly or indirectly. There has been no 
deviation from this policy, which was reaffirmed in 19387 with the enact- 
ment of the Retail Liquor License Act, which legalized the sale of liquor by 
the drink through licensed retail establishments. 


Substitute Senate Bill No. 78, if allowed to become law, would re- 
verse this long-standing policy by permitting the appointment of a licensed 
retail beer and liquor dealer as one of the three members of the Montana 
Liquor Control Board. This is a foot-in-the-door legislation that could 
eventually lead to the complete ineffectiveness of the control board, as we 
now know it. 


No beneficial public purpose would be served by approval of this bill. 
On the contrary, it would tend to weaken our state liquor control system 
and subvert the legitimate purposes of the existing body of law relating 
to alcoholic beverages and the sale and distribution of these beverages. 


The paramount duty of the liquor control board is to foster and protect 
the interests of the public at large in matters concerning liquor. Obvious- 
ly, the public interest is not synonymous in all respects with the interests 
of retail liquor dealers. This is particularly true in matters involving the 
issuance of retail licenses and the suspension or revocation of such licenses 
for violations of the laws. 


Normally, control without representation is not a part of our demo- 
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cratic way of government. However, the operations of the liquor industry 
are certainly not within the bounds of the normal. The very nature of the 
industry and the obvious effects of its product upon the lives of people 
within Montana make it imperative that control in no way originates 
within the industry. 


In addition, the operations supervised by the liquor control board are 
a vital source of income for the State of Montana. Allowing any vested 
interest to gain a foothold in such a supervisory board might adversely 
affect the revenue which helps finance state operations. This would not be 
in the best interests of the public, including the liquor industry. 


For these reasons J am returning Substitute Senate Bill No. 78 without 
my approval.

Sirs: 


I am returning Senate Bill No. 48 without my approval for the follow- 
ing reasons: 


From 1929 to 1951 the burden of cost for individual home, farm and 
ranch owners who move their houses, hay derricks and other items has been 
on the utilities. In 1951 this was amended to shift the burden to the in- 
dividual movers in the cities and towns. As a member of the Senate, I 
voted against this change. 


Senate Bill 48 would shift the burden from the utilities to all Mon- 
tanans who might move, with the exception of an owner or tenant of 
farming or grazing land on which such poles and wires may be located. 


This makes every utility line crossing a public road a toll gate, with 
the toll to be paid to the utility company. It seems to me that this is 
inequitable. 


The utilities are equipped to do this work and take rights-of-way with 
this burden in mind. If this responsibility for maintaining clearance above 
ground is not left with the utilities, all movements of high structures 
might soon be blocked by these utility toll gates. Power and telephone lines 
might soon strangle the people of Montana, except for those who wanted to 
move under lines on land they own or rent. 


An analogous situation would exist if people who crossed railroad 
rights-of-way were charged a toll for crossing. The railroads are required 
to maintain crossings for public use, and I believe the same principle should 
apply to power and telephone companies. 


In 1953, during the Thirty-third session of the Montana legislative 
assembly I vetoed a similar bill involving the same principle. For these 
reasons I am returning Senate Bill 48 without my approval.

THE SAID COUNCIL REPORT THEIR RECOMMENDATION OF 
PROPOSED AND SUGGESTED LEGISLATION TO THE THIRTY- 
SIXTH LEGISLATIVE SESSION OF THE STATE OF MONTANA 
IN ORDER TO EFFECTIVELY CARRY OUT THE PURPOSES AND 
INTENT OF THIS RESOLUTION; THAT THE SECRETARY OF 
THE SENATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA BE DIRECTED TO 
FURNISH AND TRANSMIT COPIES OF THIS RESOLUTION TO 
EACH OF THE RESPECTIVE MEMBERS OF THE SENATE OF 
THE STATE OF MONTANA APPOINTED TO SAID COUNCIL, 
AND TO THE GOVERNOR OF THE STATE OF MONTANA, AT- 
TORNEY GENERAL OF THE STATE OF MONTANA, SECRETARY 
OF STATE OF THE STATE OF MONTANA AND THE WARDEN 
OF THE MONTANA STATE PRISON. 


BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE THIRTY-FIFTH 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF MONTANA: 


WHEREAS, on the twenty-first day of February, nineteen hundred 
and fifty-seven, the Honorable J. Hugo Aronson, Governor of the State of 
Montana, duly signed and approved House Bill number forty-six, relating 
to the creation of a legislative council, composed of twelve members, six 
of each to be appointed from the members of the Senate and the House of 
Representatives of the State of Montana; and 


WHEREAS, the said Legislative Council has the power, as prescribed 
by law to appoint special committees to study and inquire into any specific 
governmental problem, and to make recommendations for the solutions of 
the same, under the supervision and direction of the Legislative Council; 
and the further power to accumulate, compile, analyze and furnish such 
information bearing upon any matters relating to existing or prospective 
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legislation as may be determined by said council upon its own initiative;. 
and 


WHEREAS, it is desired to continue progress toward a more modern 
prison system at the Montana State Prison at Deer Lodge, Montana, to the 
end and purpose that the prison population at the said prison may be ade- 
quately housed, securely confined, and gainfully employed in such enter- 
prise as will prove most remunerative to the state and beneficial to the 
said prisoners; to provide reasonable educational, recreational and rehabili-. 
tational facilities and such practicable industrial, farming and educa- 
tional equipment required with the view of making the system self sus-. 
taining; and that those convicted of violating the law and sentenced to a 
term or terms in the Montana State Prison shall be given opportunity, en- 
couragement and training in the matter of reformation and rehabilitation; 
to see that all prisoners shall be worked within the prison walls and upon 
the farms owned by the state. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE SENATE OF THE, 
STATE OF MONTANA, OF THE THIRTY-FIFTH LEGISLATIVE SES-. 
SION, that the Legislative Council hereinbefore mentioned is hereby re- 
quested under its designated powers, to study, review, recommend and 
submit proposed and suggested legislation to the thirty-sixth legislative 
session of the State of Montana in these areas: 


(1) Long-range agricultural program aimed at meeting future needs, 
including rehabilitation. 


(2) A program of appropriations for future legislative sessions de- 
signed to accomplish the goals of an over-all long-range Montana State 
Prison program, including necessary buildings, equipment, adequate sal- 
aries and other operational expenses. 


(3) An administrative plan with long-term tenure in office for com- 
petent, qualified personnel. 


(4) A program of agricultural and industrial production aimed at. 
proper utilization. 


(5) An over-all educational program covering both illiterate pris- 
oners needing instruction in reading and writing and literate prisoners. 
needing academic and special occupational or vocational instruction. 


(6) A long-range prison industry program coupled with vocational 
rehabilitation. 


(7) A fair and equitable payment in lieu of tax plan for land taken 
off the Powell county tax rolls. 


(8) Any other area which the Legislative Council deems necessary. 


That the Secretary of the Senate of the State of Montana be directed 
to transmit copies of this resolution to the appointed members of the. 
Legislative Council, the Governor of the State of Montana, Attorney Gen- 
eral of the State of Montana, the Secretary of State of the State of Mon- 
tana and the Warden of the Montana State Prison.

recommend as follows: 


That the House recede from all House amendments to Senate Bill 
No. 213, as amended by the Senate, and respectfully report that same 
be amended as follows: 


. Amend the title of Senate Bill No. 218, as amended by the Senate, 
by inserting after the semi-colon at the end of line 28, page 2 of the 
printed bill, the following words and figures: [‘Providing to employees 
common law right to sue when they cannot meet eligibility require- 
ments of this act;’’]; 


And further amend the printed bill, as amended by the Senate by 
striking the words and punctuation following the semi-colon after the 
word “clause” on line 32, page 2, of the title and inserting in lieu thereof 
the following words and punctuation: “Providing that this act shall 
be liberally construed; and repealing all acts and parts of acts in con- 
flict herewith; providing a severability clause; and providing for an 
effective date of this act.”; 


And further amend by inserting in line 21, page 38 of the printed 
bill, as amended by the Senate, after the words “event of” the words 
“an employee”; 


And further amend by inserting after the words “from performing” 
in line 22, page 3, the words “his usual occupation”;

“The state, and each county, city, town, municipal corporation and 
school district therein; and every person who has in his service three 
(3) or more workmen or operatives regularly employed in the same busi- 
ness or establishment, under a contract of hire, except agricultural work- 
ers and domestic servants; employers of such agricultural workers and 
domestic servants or employers of less than three (3) persons may, 
however, at their election, come under the terms hereof by complying 
with its provisions and the rules and regulations of the Board. 


“The term ‘regularly employed,’ as herein used, includes all em- 
ployments, whether continuous throughout the year or for only a por- 
tion of the year, in the usual trade, business, profession or occupa- 
tion of an employer. Where an employer procures work to be done 
for him by a contractor over whose work he retains supervision or con- 
trol, and such work is a part or process in the trade or business of the 
employer, then such contractor and the persons employed by him, and 
his sub-contractor and the persons employed by the subcontractor, are, 
within the meaning of this section, employees of the original employer. 
A person engaged in work for another, and who, while so engaged is 
independent of the employer in the execution of the work, not subject 
to the rule or control of the person for whom the work is done, but en- 
gaged only in the performance of a definite job or piece of work, and 
subordinate to the employer only in effecting a result in accordance 
with the employer’s design, is an independent contractor and an em- 
ployer within the meaning hereof.”

the word “later” the words and figures: “provided, however, that, 
except for the waivers provided for in Section 30 of this act it shall

Where 
an applicant for employment whether such applicant has been formerly 
employed by the employer to whom application is made, or not, though 
not actually disabled, is found upon competent medical and X-ray 
examination to be afflicted with an occupational disease, such employer 
shall not be liable under this act for disability from the particular dis- 
ease or diseases with which the employee is found to be afflicted or 
for any aggravation of said disease or diseases resulting from the em- 
ployment, if a report of said medical examination be approved by the 
Board as hereinfafter provided. 


“The report of the medical examination of the applicant for em- 
ployment and X-rays, if any, shall be delivered to the Board by the 
employer within five (5) days after such examination; to such medical 
report and X-rays, if any, shall be attached a certificate by the examin- 
ing physician certifying that the medical report is the report of the 
physical examination of the applicant for employment. 


“The Board shall submit such medical report and X-rays, if any, 
to a physician of its choice from the medical panel, and such physi- 
cian shall report to the Board his finding as to whether the medical 
report is satisfactory. The Board shall within twenty (20) days after 
the receipt of such medical report from the employer enter its order 
approving or disapproving such report and specifying the particular 
disease or diseases found. Such order shall be in writing stating the 
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reasons for such approval or disapproval. A copy of such order shall 
be mailed to the employer and a copy of such order shall be mailed to 
the applicant for employment within twenty-four (24) hours after the 
Board has approved or disapproved such report. 


“An applicant for employment may commence work prior to the 
approval or disapproval of such report by the Board, but if the Board 
shall disapprove such report the employer may discharge such applicant 
for employment without liability to such applicant. 


“Provided, however, that if no physical examination is given to the 
applicant for employment within said two week period then such appli- 
cant for employment shall be fully eligible to the benefits of this act. 


“(B) Employers may give within one hundred eighty (180) days 
after becoming subject to this act physical examinations to any em- 
ployees which said employer has in his employment. Where an em- 
ployee, though not actually disabled, is found upon competent medical 
and X-ray examination to be afflicted with an occupational disease, 
such employer shall not be liable under this act for disability from the 
particular disease or diseases with which the employee is found to be 
afflicted or for any aggravation of said disease or diseases resulting 
from the employment, if a report of said medical examination be ap- 
proved by the Board as hereinbefore provided in Sub-section A of this 
Section 30. 


“Provided, however, that if no examination is given to the employee 
within said one hundred eighty (180) day period then such employee 
Shall be fully eligible to the benefits of this act. 


“(C) All such reports shall become permanent records of the 
Board. 


“The Board may make reasonable rules and regulations relative 
to the form, execution and filing of such reports not inconsistent with 
the provisions of this act.”

WHEREAS, on March 7, 1957 from the rostrum of the Senate of the

WHEREAS, the loss of the wisdom, advice, counsel and experience of 
the Honorable Senator George W. Wilson, of Toole County, Montana, due 
to his retirement, will be regretted by each and every member of this body, 
and by the people of the State of Montana.
